Fall-or is it winter-is upon us once 
again-a good time for thoughtful 
contemplation of our lives and 
who made us who we are today... 

Many of us believe we have Na- 
tive American blood, but the diffi- 
culty lies in proving it. At the State 
Library we have a number of how- 
to books which can help with the 
process. Search in the catalog; 
http://ursus.maine.edu using the 
term "Indians of North America- 
Genealogy", and that will point 
you in the right direction. A few of 
the more useful titles include 
Native American Genealogical 
Sourcebook edited by Paula K. 
Byers (1995); A Student's Guide 
to Native American Genealogy by 
E. Barrie Kavasch (1996); How to 
Research American Indian Blood 
Lines by Cecilia Svinth Carpenter 
(1999); and Who's Looking for 
Whom in Native American Ances- 
try by Laurie Beth Roman (2004). 
These do seem a bit dated, but 
the sources and methods remain 
valid. Directory-type information 
does require double-checking, as 




you would expect. 

The Internet has much to offer. 
Take a look at Ancestry.com, and 
FamilySearch.org. The latter has a 
wiki that's really helpful; just click 
on the Learn tab, then "American 
Indian Genealogy". Cyndi's List has 
a Native American section as well. 
The National Archives has some 
tips to guide you in using their 
records: www.archives.gov . Online 
mailing lists are found at http:// 
bigfile.rootsweb.ancestry.com .
